After Two 
Years' 
Application 
N« 


Mor« Duct Than on Asphalt. 


''The primary 
object 
of 
tarring 


French roads is for the preservation 
of iho surface and only incidentally 
for the laying of dust." says Consul- 
Ufnoral Robert P. Skinner, of Mar- 
seilles. 


"It seems to me distinctly unfortu- 


nate that in the raited States so much 
stress is laid on the dust problem and 
so little on primary construction and 
preservation of roads, although it is 
obvious that a well-built and careful- 
ly preserved road is necessarily dust- 
less. The makeshift whereby the com- 
mon American dirt road is occasion- 
ally dcsed with ;ar and greases of 
various kinds, on the assumption that 
the French method is being followed, 
merely defers the proper rebuilding 
of our highway system. 


"It must be remembered that France 


is already endowed with good roads, 
and ihat whereas in the United States 
the automobile has come as an in- 
strument to awaken interest in the 
subject of highway building, it is re- 
garded by the French road engineer 
its a destructive ager.t of roads al- 
ready good. 
Moving with great ve- 


locity and with closely adhering and 
sometimes metal shod tires, the auto- 
mobile scrapes the fine hard surface 
like a file, surfaces which would re- 
sist years of ordinary wagon traffic. 
To combat these destructive 
influ- 


ences many of the French engineers 
employ the tarring process which cids 
•powerfully to prevent the disintegra- 
tion caused by traffic, and which, 'in- 
less arrested, makes the dust nuis- 
ance acute. 


"It has settled down to a positive 


conviction in France that hot tar ap- 
plications are valuable in proportion 
to the excellence of the surface upon 
which they are laid. 


"After two years' wear no more dust 


is observable than would be the case 
with an ordinary asphalt paveiaant 
receiving the traffic of innumerable 
ur.psved streets. 
The surface 
is> in- 


tact and the sides, 
where 
washing 


gem-rally occurs, look as fresh and 
cl-ean after a rain as an asphalt pave- 
ment." 


How Roads Are Damaged. 


The scraping of clods of vegeta- 


ble matter to the center of the i ad, 
to ho left there, is all wrong. 
The 


read is crowned for the purpose of 
eh-cdding water, and if for any reason 
the water stands in the road and 
works down into the foundation, niucl- 
holos nro formed. and the road is dam- 
::geri. Those clods do not make road 
mr.ff-rial. but they do serve to Inter- 
rupt the flew of storm water to the 
Suitors, and tend to ruin the road.

COWS TO KEEP ON THE FARM. 


Those That Produce Butter and Milk, 


Regardlew of Markings. 


In this age of progress it is sur- 


prising how few breeders of 
pure- 


bred cattle are keeping records of 
each anima! so they will know 
the 


cows thai are producing ihe 
most 


milk 
and 
buter fat. Men of ex- 


perience must admit they cannot tell 
how rich milk is simply by looking 
at it; neither can they measure ihe 
quantity the cow gives with 
their 


eyes. We must say there are a few 
men who are keeping records of their 
herds, but there are still too many 
who are breeding their animals sim- 
ply on pedigree and breed character- 
istics. 
They pay fabulous sums for 


sires and purchase 
many 
expensive 


cows, but still think they cannot af- 
ford to sp?nd the time for finding 
out just how much milk aad butter 
fat their animals are capable of pro- 
ducing. Is it practical 
to purehaf.- 


expensive cattle and breed 
for them 


when no one knows whether they are 
capable of producing even 200 powntis 
of butter fat in a year? "Will it. not 
pay to spend some time 
to know 


whether your most expensive cow is 
capable 
of 
producing 
200 to 
400 


pounds of butter in a year? 
It will' 


not cost a man more than three dol- 
lars in time per cow to have a com- 
plete record for a whole year of what 
she is doing. 


What folly it is to retain animals 


in the herd simply because they are 
pure bred and conform to bread char- 
acteristics when they do not produce 
as much as the so-called scrub. Will 
the time ever come when the breed- 
ers of dairy stock will refuse to be 
governed so much by fans and say, 
"We want a dairy co\v that \visi yie'd 
us the largest profit tor the fec-J con- 
sumed, whether she be black or white, 
or red or yellow, or gray or brindlc, 
or a combination of all these colors." 
Many a good performing Jersey has 
been turned down in the 
showing 


simply because she had a meely nose 
and many a Guernsey because her ncr-a 
was dark. 


The question before the dairy brccf'- 


cr to-day is, not how am I to retain 
fads and beautiful markings of dai-y 
cattle, so much as hov.- am I, through 
breeding, to increase tho productive 
capacity of the cows that I am breed- 
ing. If we can retain fads and br:i;;- 
tiful markings and a: th-- same umo 
increase- the performance of the ani- 
mal, all well and good; but w.e should 
consider the utility ot the cows first 
and then consider the fancy points.

It shows the lum- 
berman how to avoid \\aste and the 
millman how to s:ive. 


During the present regime the re- 


serve areas have been increased by 
44.000.OoO acres, or 
exactly 
UST.r.uu 


square miles, an area nearly the size 
of Nebraska. 


It is estimated that forest fires de- 


stroy 10,000,000 acres of timber land 
every year. This is a tremendous ad- 
dition to the w;iste of reckless lum- 
bering men, which have 
been assid- 


uously engaged 
in 
strangling 
the 


goose that laid the golden egg. 


An illustration of the good accom- 


plished by the forestry service may 
be taken from the turpentining inter- 
ests. 
The unbroken forest of long 


leaf 
pine 
which 
once 
extended 


through the southern states, practical- 
ly from the Atlantic seaboard to Tex- 
as, had been so far exhausted that ex- 
pert estimates gave the industry hut 
15 years more to live. More than half 
of the original forest had been ex- 
hausted and much of the rest depleted 
from reckless and wasteful methods. 


The service 
has 
introduced 
Dr. 


Charles H. Herty's cup system, in- 
stead of the old destructive box sys- 
tem, thus prolonging the life of the 
naval 
store 
industry, 
which 
was 


threatened with immediate extinction. 
The Herty system produces not only 
higher grade rosins than were pos- 
sible to the other, but it increases the 
turpentine output by about' 40 
per 


cent. At a cost of about $14,000, all 
told, the forest service has in this one 
item added ?7,ono,000 a year to the 
naval stores products. 
But more im- 


portant than this is the fact that it 
has not only saved the turpentine in- 
dustry but the turpentine forests from 
annihilation. 


The service has nndcrtaicen, as oue 


phase of its task, the solution of the 
problem of floods iu rivers. 
For in- 


stance: 
The Kansas river floods ot 


1903 fipgtrnyed 
$2^,000,000 worth of 


property and 100 lives. 
One of the 


most fertile valleys on the continent, 
120 miles long, was partly destroyed. 
Here the rich soil was cut 
away; 


there it was covered with sand sis 
and eight feet deep over the field; 
holes were cut out and lakes left be- 
hind. Out of 250,000 acres of wonder- 
fully fertile soil 30.000 were complete- 
ly destroyed: 
100,000 more lost 50 


per cent, of their value, and the uncer- 
tainty 
left 
behind depreciated 
the 


value of the whole valley. 


The forest service has devised sys- 


tems of tree planting for the 
river 


banks, the sand covered and deeply 
eroded lands. The object of the first 
is to prevent washing of the banks, 
to protect the whole area from the 
full force of the floods and in time ot 
overflow to check the tendency to cut 
new channels. 
The last two systems 


arc for ultimately reclaiming the now 
destroyed lands and making them pro- 
ductive. The useless sand lands will 
grow cottonwood and reclaim the land 
for crops. A most interesting discov- 
ery was made after the flood. Where 
the protected growth of cottonwood 
which had not boon cut away checked 
the rush of flood waters the land be- 
yond was generally covered not with 
sand but silt, and is often more fertile 
than before. With extensive planting 
of trees another flood would bring 
back instead of further desolation, a 
return of fertility to much of ihe land 
now barren.

that it has been very generally 
dis- 


tribated. He purposes to find, out if 
this is really the case, for the bottle 
he investigated bore the label 
and 


name of a well known manufacturer, 
which, we believe, the commissioner 
erred in not making public. 


The work of this commissioner has 


been of such interest and value that

other papers have from time to time 
praised him editorially, and a late 
issue of our Maine exchange says:

structive effect upon animal tissues 
if exposure to its influence 
is 
not 


properly regulated. Physicians are so 
well aware of the danger that they 
are extremely cautious in using these 
little forces.—Cleveland, Leader.

the Pulajanes with over 100 men and 
fourteen guns appeared at Magatou 
tnd •lined up in front of the constabu- 
lary barracks. 
Between the barracks 


and the Pulajanes stood the croup of 
American officials. 


One of the chief's expressed a wish 


that hi* party be photographed In the 
act^of surrendering, and Superintend- 
ent* Hoover in compliance with the 
request, was adjusting bis 
camera 


when the Pulajanes' leader blew a 
whistle and gave an 
order 
to ad- 


vance. The entire party of natives 
thereupon rushed upon the American 
officials, who escaped to the Magtaon 
river and swam to the opposite bank. 


When the treachery of the natives 


was apparent, the constabulary im- 
mediately opened fire and a fierce 
flght ensued, in which the constabu- 
lary gained a decisive victory. The 
Pulajanes were chased to the moun- 
tains, but the 
pursuers 
lost more 


guns than they captured. 


The American officials were later 


found with the exception 
of 
Gov. 


Curry. 
He was last seen 
being 


chased by Pulajanes and it is now- 
believed he is in hiding in the dense 
brush in that locality. 


Three hundred 
constabulary 
are 


now on the trail of the fugitive na- 
tives and searching for Gov. Curry. 


Gov. Curry's Career 


Gov. 
Curry, whose former 
home 


was in New Mexico, was a member 
of the Rough Riders, reaching 
the 


rank of captain. 
He also 'was an of- 


ficer of the volunteer troops sent to 
the Philippnes and became Manila's 
first chief of police under American 
rule. 
Early last year he 
"was ap- 


pointed governor of the province of 
Samar, succeeding Gov. Feito, who 
resigned, and was given extraordin- 
ary powers for the purpose of bring- 
ing peace to the troubled district.

In Polishing the Grain It Loses Mu:n 


•f Hi Nutritive Principles. 


Rice la commonly supposed to be 


deficient In muscle-making qualitr*, 
end yet the Japanese, whose chief and 
almost only food is rice, are noted fcr 
their physical strength, and. In the la- 
ter advance on Pekin outstripped the 
armies of Russia, Germany, England, 
France and America, Also, note the 
same marvelous energy of the Japan- 
ese in the struggle with Russia. For 
an explanation of these facts the Rev. 
H. S. Chubb, of the Philadelphia Veg- 
etarian Society, applied reor-atly to :he 
agricultural department.

The Japanese and 
ether rice-eating nations do not polish

mills the outside coating of the rioe 
kernel is rubbed off. The outer husk 
and the bran just within it are remov- 
ed. and then the kernel is rubbed to 
remove the rough protein surface. This 
is called polishing, and the process 
net only removes one of the most nu- 
tritious substances in all cereals, but 
deprives the grain of about three- 
fourths cf its flavor. 


Olivas and Olivs Oil. 


Spain's olive industry is increasing 


in importance. 
One of the leading 


branches is the preparation of green 
olives. The olives are put up in bottles 
or kegs. 
To carry out 'ihe pickling 


precis the olives are well sorted, 
as only thos;.' which show no faults can 
be kept. 
They are then placed for 


several days in cold water, which is 
renewed frequently. 
Then they ara 


placed in a brine bath, which consists 
of a salt asd sccla solution, and arc 
covered with thp liquid. In some cas- 
es different aromatic substances are 
added to the bath so as to give a spe- 
cial flavor to the dives. Ripe or near- 
ly ripe olives are but little in demand 
and are not consumed to a large 
extent. 


Extraction of olive oil has been car- 


ried out herfi'cfcr? by a primitive pro- 
cess, although improved machinery is 
now being introduced. The olives were 
ground up in a horse cull before pres- 
sing. 
The ground olives were th«n 


put in a lever press, using boiling 
wa:er for the extraction. 
The pro- 


cess is a slow one and the olives need 
to be stored en hand for some- time. 
They are thr.s likely to ferment and 
give an inferior craaiity of oil. 
It is 


estimated tbat There are some 3,000 cr 
4, 000 of such primitive oil presses in 
use in Spain at the present time. 


After the extraction the oil is placed 


in large earthenware jars or sin tanks 
and is then fiiterorl. In FOIUP cases 
tho air is l:epi Inim the oil by means 
of a layer of alcohcl, which is placed 
on the surface. 
The inferior grades 


of oil are if-'ecl in poap manufacture.
